No new organization is required. The Committe 
on Missionary and Stewardship Education can we} 
undertake responsibility for planning and setting u 
this school. It should be considered a total churc 
undertaking, and every organization should cooperat 
whole-heartedly. Teachers and leaders may be found j 
the church membership. Missionaries, mission boay 
secretaries, interpreters, and speakers may be used 5 
the assembly periods and as resource leaders in th 
classes. :

Hundreds of association conferences are be- 
ing held in September and October on the 
theme "Your Church and Nursery Children." 
As a result we should expect a greater un- 
derstanding of the true meaning and signifi- 
cance of "Christian Education" on the part 
of many pastors, teachers, and parents. 


Last year nearly 4,000,000 babies were born 
in the United States. In the first six 
months of this year more babies were born 
than during the same period last year. We 
have nearly 15,000,000 nursery-age children 
in our country today. 


We know now more than we ever knew before 
about young children and their needs, and 
are learning better ways of meeting their 
needs. 


Curriculum, or program, that meets their needs 
in the homes as well as in the church 
schools is essential. Our denomination now 
has a curriculum that guides both parents 
and teachers in helping nursery children to 
grow in accordance with the plans and pur- 
poses of God. 


What Every Church Can Do 


Regardless of its size and circumstances, 
every church in the American Baptist Con- 
vention has a responsibility for the young 
children in its midst, and can serve them in 
these ways: 


1. Enroll new babies

on the NURSERY HOME 


t2e Provide the NURSERY PACKET for each home 
of children from birth to two years 
(following the suggested plan for pre- 


senting the various leaflets in the 
Packet). 
‘oe Provide for parents of two- and three- 


year-olds the parents' quarterlies, THE 
2's AND 3's AT HOME. 
‘4, Provide for each two- and three-year- 
old a set of the children's home books 
for 2's and for 3's. 


‘The Next Step 


(Churches just beginning to set up an ade- 
‘quate Nursery Department in their school 
ishould be encouraged to start with a group 
‘for 3's, then as they can provide desirable 
‘space, equipment, 
jgroups for 2's, toddlers, and babies. 


V.C.S. REPORTING TIME 


‘Each year we should be getting a higher per- 
‘centage of reports from churches about their 
‘vacation schools. It is report time now and 
‘we hope every Area Director has a special 
istrategy for getting the information we need.

Thirty-four state and city chairmen and di- 
rectors of children's work and seven na- 
tional staff workers attended the annual 
National Conference on Children's Work at 
Green Lake, July 11-16. 


Copies of the report of the conference have 
been sent to all executive secretaries, di- 
rectors of Christian education, and chairmen 
of children's work in the respective areas. 
The record indicates that a great amount of 
work was done in the five-day period and 
some ambitious plans made for children's 
work. 


In addition to the nine goals set for the 
local church committee on children's work 
and the seven goals for association chairmen, 
the state and city chairmen agreed upon some 
major emphases for their own efforts during 
the coming year: 


1. Help with area Nursery conferences this 
fall. 

2. Participate in the training conferences 
for association committees on Christian 


education (to be held in nearly every 
state during the current year). 
3. Try to cultivate and guide personally 


each association chairman of children's 
work, helping her to find ways of meet- 
ing and guiding her local church chair- 
men. 

4, Keeping contact by mail with association 
chairmen throughout the year, reminding 
them as time approaches for each goal to 
be carried out, commending them for their 
work, encouraging them with a greeting 
from time to time, etc. 

5. Find ways to develop more trained lead- 
ers, through

2. Introduce the project visually and dra- 
matically! Perhaps you will want to make or 
have boys and girls make - if you have jun- 
iors, a large map of the Philippines, locat- 
ing our Baptist work there. A Book of Rem- 
embrance will help with this. In the statis- 
tical tables in A Book of Remembrance you 
can discover interesting facts about our 
work there, Some pictures of missionaries 
who are at work in the Philippines can be 
mounted and during this time special mention 
might be made of them. 


5. Send the project home with the boys and 
girls after it is introduced in the Sunday 
church school. Perhaps a note to the paren- 
ts would help them make good use of this 
material.

Department of Youth Work 


The thirteenth annual meeting of the National 
Council of the Baptist Youth Fellowship was 
held at Green Lake from June 19-25, 78 of- 
ficial delegates were present representing 
all of the states of the American Baptist 
Convention, except Arizona and Delaware. Most 
of the standard city mission societies were 
also represented by official delegates. 


The B.Y.F. National Council is the medium 
through which the representatives of the 
youth of our entire convention plan and re- 
view the total youth program for local 
churches. In addition to this important task 
the council also plans netion-wide projects, 
recommends new B.Y.F. publications, and 
seeks to expedite the witness of youth in 
any way possible. The work of the National 
Council is carried out in age group commis- 
sions and also in emphasis committees, 
Following is a summary of important actions: 


1. Boys' Work - Now that we have an excel- 
lent Boys' Club Manual, we respectfully re- 
quest the cooperation of the National Coun- 
cil of American Baptist Men in publicizing 
and promoting Boys' Clubs in local churches. 


2. A Church Membership Course - Recommended 
that a booklet be published for use by 


junior highs during a "pastor's class," and 
that a companion guide be prepared for use 
by the pastor.

7. Servicemen - There should be a closer 
contact maintained between the local youth 
fellowship and those who enter military 
service. Churches are urged to work through 
their student coumselor who is closely as- 
sociated with the B.Y.F. 


8. National Relief Project - Since the gov- 
ernment will give 415 carloads of skim milk 


to church groups which are willing to pay the 
shipping costs to needy countries, it is 
recommended that the B.Y.F. adopt a project 
known as "Milk for Millions," and urge B.Y.F. 
groups to contribute to this worthy cause. 


9. World Outreach Confabs = In order to make 
missions more real to young people it is 
recommended that there be weekend gatherings 
of key youth leaders where one or more mis- 
Sionaries are in attendance. Instead of 
formal meetings this experience would major 
upon informal conversations and fellowship 
thus giving the young people opportunities 
to ask questions about mission work. 


10. Christian Citizenship - Recommended that 
a Voters Recognition Sunday be promoted 
across our convention and that projects be 
adopted to emphasize the Christian's 


responsibility. 


11. Fellowship Tours - Since a number of 
states this year conducted a Fellowship Tour 
to the Green Lake Youth Conference, it is

12. Why Booklets -

At 2% cents a pound this 
means giving $36,250 to get it on its way to 
points of need. It looks possible when we 
know that: 


10 cents (the price of a candy bar) will 
provide 1 cup of milk a day for two months ; 
60 cents provides 1 cup of milk a day for a 
year; $6.00 provides 1 oup of milk a day for 
10 people for one year.

2. Long travel distances are not necessary 


for adequate camping. 


3. Make the camp housing arrangements as 

Simple as possible, avoiding the tempta- 
tion to build a city in the woods. Simple 
cabins or tents provide adequate housing. 
Camping is an effort to recapture the re- 
sourcefulness of pioneer life. To create an 
excessive refinement of camp facilities does 
little but transfer the camper from one ar- 
tificial situation to another. 


4, The campsite should abound in items of 
natural interest: trees, plants, rock 
formations, hills, and streams or lakes. 


5. Plan facilities for their maximum use. 
Cabins will need to be planned so as to 
house different groups with varying needs. 
Plan the cabin to meet the needs of camper, 
conference delegate, and family group. 


6. Remember that your camp is part of the 

total program of the churches served by 
the camp. It should have, therefore, facil- 
ities not commonly found in the building- 
centered program of the church. Opportunity 
for nature study, small-group living, cook- 
ing in the outdoors, are much more important 
than city-type recreation facilities, such 
as a soft-ball field. 


7. The campsite should be planned to accom- 
modate small groups from nearby churches 


during the pre- and post-seasons. Scout 
groups, and committees and boards of the 
church will find these facilities excellent 


for planning sessions where adequate time 


and real fellowship are essential. 


8. The decentralized camp made up of several 

small villages makes it possible to care 
for a number of church groups at periods be- 
fore and after the regular camp season. 


9. Camping need not be limited to two months 


in the summer season. Where a winter 
program is possible a number of the camp 
buildings should be winterized. Many church

camps, even in areas where winter snows are 
heavy, have winterized and are using the 
campsite every weekend during the winter. 


10. Church camp leaders will want to become 

familiar with the booklet, Toward Bet- 
ter Church Camping. (Order from Division of 
Education in Home, Church, and Community.) 
This booklet is a carefully planned study of 
church camp standards. Any camp committee 
will do well to think through these desir- 
able practices in camping before any effort 
is made even to select a campsite. 


A Master Plan 


There is no easy road to building a modern — 


campsite. The greatest hazard is that of 
inadequate planning unrelated to the actual 
program to be used in the camp. The follow- 
ing steps are not complete but will be in- 
dicative of the direction which should be 
taken in the planning of the campsite. 


1. The committee should make a careful 

study of church camp philosophy and de- 
cide which type of camp program they intend 
to use, They should recognize the different 
age groupings and the amount of time re- 
quired by each group. When the program is 
clear and the maximum use 
site defined, then: 


2. The committee should organize itself for 
a study of available campsites and spend 
plenty of time in making certain that the 


campsite will be adequate for the program 


of the proposed — 


———— 


determined upon. Do not allow any group to 
force a hurried decision on any one site. 
Land cost is often so low in proportion to 
tthe total cost that even a gift of land 
should be carefully studied. Accept only 
tthat site which will meet the program needs. 
The United States Departments of Forestry and 
(Conservation have people in your area and 
will be glad to help. Inquire from people 
already in the camping business in your area, 
(Get help from your national denominational 
coffice. 


‘3. Select a camp architect. This person 
should bein your planning early. Let him 
help you select the site. Often you will find 
‘a landscape architect most helpful at this 
jpoint. Adequate professional help will be 
yyour safeguard against costly mistakes. 


‘4, The committee and the technical advisors 

such as architects, landscape architects, 
‘and engineers will plan the maximum use of 
‘the proposed campsite in the light of the 
‘established program philosophy. This dia- 
jgrammatic sketch of site arrangement and 
\buildings is known as a master plan. It will 
‘take the guesswork out of church camping and 
‘assure the committee of an orderly develop- 
iment of the best possible campsite for its 
| program. 


'5. The committee will want to review the 
master plan from time totime and by com- 
imittee action make such changes as are neces- 
i sarye No individual, however, should have 
\authority tochange the master plan. The plan 
‘represents a philosophy of camping and a 
imethod of procedure reached by group partici- 
‘pation, and for best results any changes 
should be reached by the same process.
